Councilors convinced on vendor fingerprint checks

After having their questions 
answered by the police chief — 
and lowering the fee to $75 — the 
City Council this week agreed to 
support fingerprint checks for 
certain business licenses. 

Councilor Robert Rossi said 
his only objection to the propos¬ 


al was the cost. He believed the 
$100 proposed fee was excessive, 
especially as it would have been 
paid into the town’s general fund, 
rather than set aside for police. 
His proposal was backed by the 
rest of the council and approved 
unanimously along with the main 
ordinance at Tuesday night’s reg¬ 
ular City Council meeting. 

Police Chief Eric Gillis said 


he asked for a fingerprinting law 
in order for him to begin issuing 
permits to portable ice cream 
vendors. Gillis said there is cur¬ 
rently no mechanism in town that 
allows him to issues permits to 
these vendors, and the permits 
are required by law. 

“The permit requires a finger¬ 
printing background check and 
at least a $30 fee that goes to the 


state fingerprinting fund,” said 
Gillis. 

The fingerprinting background 
check matches a business owner’s 
fingerprints against a national da¬ 
tabase than can detect if that indi¬ 
vidual was involved in any kind of 
wrongdoing or is a suspect in an¬ 
other state. Gillis says the checks 
are required for ice cream vendors 
because they are considered tran¬ 


sient and often move from place 
to place to do business. 

The vendors must be permit¬ 
ted to operate in whatever com¬ 
munity they do business in. 

Gillis said many of the vendors 
he has seen in town, often known 
as a “ding-dong cart,” are from 
out of state. He also said without

SOLDIER ON 

Veterans housing ready 
to build next summer

Soldier On is finally soldiering 
on. 

The housing community, 
which will be geared at helping 
homeless veterans find perma¬ 
nent housing and an investment 
in the community, will begin con¬ 
struction later this year. 

After numerous delays from 
historical to funding from state 
and federal sources caused modi¬ 
fications to the project during the 
past three years, Soldier On CEO 
John Downing confirmed this 
week that the project will finally 
break ground during the sum¬ 
mer, likely late July or August. 

The project is expected to take 
approximately a year. The project 
was first proposed in 2012. 

“We have had a lot of different 
delays to the project and it has 
caused us to have to make a lot 
of different changes in the plans,” 


said Downing. “But we are finally 
ready to move forward and we 
are excited about bringing a fa¬ 
cility to Agawam.” 

Downing explained part of 
delays including making changes 
to the project because the pro¬ 
posed location, the old Western 
Massachusetts Regional Police 
Academy located in Feeding Hills 
at 702 S. Westfield St., was a his¬ 
toric building. 

Throughout the planning pro¬ 
cess, modifications were request¬ 
ed by the National Park Service, 
including updated requirements 
for how the windows in the build¬ 
ing needed to be preserved. 

The new requirements broke 
the project’s budget, creating 
a shortfall of close to $500,000. 
Soldier On then made a $500,000 
application to the Agawam Com¬ 
munity Preservation Act. 

The CPA application request¬ 
ed $500,000 toward the project,

Purchasing officer hire withdrawn

The Agawam City Council 
voted to allow the chief procure¬ 
ment officer proposal to be with¬ 
drawn. 

Tuesday night, the council 
voted 6-3 to take the item off the 
agenda, though the mayor would 
be allowed to propose it again as 
part of the fiscal 2016 town bud¬ 
get, which will take effect July 1. 

Five councilors had sponsored 
an ordinance to create the posi¬ 
tion, but in the opinion of Coun¬ 


cilors Robert Rossi and Gina Le- 
tellier, the proposal was placed 
on the council agenda much too 
soon. 

Councilor James Cichetti with¬ 
drew after receiving feedback 
from the rest of the City Council, 
at a subcommittee meeting last 
Thursday and in discussion with 
Council President Christopher 
Johnson. 

At Tuesday’s regular coun¬ 
cil meeting, Johnson favored a 
proposal by Councilor Donald 
Rheault to simply turn down 
the ordinance instead of having 


Cichetti withdraw it. Johnson said 
with the expansion of the state 
bidding law and feedback from 
Letellier saying the school dis¬ 
trict did not plan to be on board 
with the proposal, it was easier 
just to kill the agenda item. 

The majority of the discussion 
about the position was made 
with Cichetti’s subcommittee last 
week. 

At the subcommittee meet¬ 
ing, held last Thursday night at 
the Agawam Public Library, the 
councilors discussed the need for

Robyn and Paul Sadowski are horse rac¬ 
ing enthusiasts and advocates for finding a 
cure for cancer. Those two interests come 
together on Kentucky Derby Day in Aga¬ 
wam, when the couple will host a benefit 
for the American Cancer Society’s Relay for 
Life of Agawam. 

As the excitement builds for the 141st 
running of the Kentucky Derby on May 2, 
the Sadowskis and members of their Relay 
team, Jan’s Jokers, will gather for “Derby 
Day for the Relay” at Murphy’s Pub, 664 
Suffield St, Agawam, from 4:30 to 7 p.m. 

“We’ll view the race live and watch pre¬ 
race events on giant TV screens before 
this year’s contenders take to the track at 
Churchill Downs in Louisville for what is 
called the greatest two minutes in sports’” 
said Robyn Sadowski, the team’s co-cap- 
tain, who is organizing the fundraiser. 

The fundraiser — which is open to any¬ 
one interested in participating — will fea¬ 
ture raffles and a ladies hat contest. One 
of the highlights of the Kentucky Derby is 
always the women who appear at the race 
with large, elaborate hats—a tradition that 
is believed to bring good luck, Sadowski 
said. 

“Since the Kentucky Derby is a unique 
opportunity for women to express their in¬ 
ner Southern Belle, we thought it would be 
fun to have a contest for women in the Aga¬ 
wam area who want to show off their Derby 
fashions,” said Sadowski. “It’s like getting 
into a costume and creating a fun charac¬ 
ter for a few hours.” 

In addition to the hat contest, there 
will be a horse racing-themed raffle with a 
numbered bag for each of the 20 thorough¬ 
bred horses running in the Derby. Partici¬ 
pants buy a ticket — $1 each, or six for $5 
— and place each ticket in whatever bag 


they choose. Tickets in the winning horse’s 
bag will win a prize. 

This is the second year the Sadowskis 
have planned this fundraiser. 

“We enjoy watching the three Triple 
Crown horse races that start with the 
Derby, so we thought it would be a fun 
and unique way to fundraise for the Relay,” 
Robyn Sadowski said. “There is no set goal, 
so whatever we raise will be added to what 
our team raises for the Relay.” 

The Sadowskis have participated in the 
Relay since it started in Agawam in 2012. 

“Relay for Life is not only a way to join 
my community in fighting back against 
cancer, but it’s also a way to inspire hope by 
raising funds and awareness to help those 


facing the disease,” said Sadowski. 

She added that the Relay — which is set 
for May 15-16 at School Street Park — gives 
participants the power to make a differ¬ 
ence and fight back against cancer.

Picking up on 
the green trend 

F orty-five years ago, Earth Day was a new con¬ 
cept, and the pro-environment rallies of 1970 
were just as much about education and politics 
as they were about action. 

Today, though we may debate how to balance pol¬ 
lution control with job creation, environmental regu¬ 
lation with the burden of taxation, and exactly how 
to define “clean” energy, there’s at least a broad con¬ 
sensus that the environment is worth saving, that it 
needs our help, that keeping it clean isn’t some fringe 
obsession — it’s good citizenship. 

We’ve become used to sorting the recyclables out 
of our trash, aware of the most efficient times to run 
lawn sprinklers, conscious to the wastefulness of 
disposable shopping bags. When we buy a car, we’re 
looking at MPG just as much as h.p. 

A lot has changed since 1970, and town-wide 
cleanup days, river and park cleanup days have be¬ 
come as commonplace across Massachusetts as 
curbside recycling bins and “Think Globally, Act Lo¬ 
cally” bumper stickers. 

Now the Agawam Department of Public Works 
is joining the trend with Agawam Clean, the first 
cleanup day covering the entire town and open to 
all volunteers. Tracy DeMaio at DPW is asking par¬ 
ticipants to form their own groups — families, neigh¬ 
bors, churches, scouts, club members — and “adopt” 
a public space to clean up on the morning of May 2. It 
could be a street, a park, a vacant lot, anywhere there’s 
litter. To avoid duplication of effort, let DeMaio know 
what territory you’ll be cleaning — you can reach the 
DPW at 413-821-0624. 

DeMaio says she’d like to put a map on the town 
website showing what areas will be cleaned. She’s 
also interested in your “before” and “after” photos. 

And if you can’t wait to get started, don’t forget that 
the Westfield River Watershed Association is hosting 
its own volunteer cleanup day along the Agawam 
shore this weekend. Participants should meet by 9 
a.m. Saturday, April 25, at the Pynchon Point parking 
lot on River Road, near the rotary by the South End 
Bridge.

Like many spring cleanups, the Westfield River 
group gathers in a central location for orientation 
and provides gloves, trash bags and on-site pickup of 
bagged trash at the end of the day. At least in the first 
year, the Agawam Clean event is more of a do-it-your¬ 
self affair, with each participant asked to take the 
litter home to include in that week’s curbside trash 
pickup. Perhaps, if Agawam Clean becomes a suc¬ 
cessful annual tradition, the town can provide more 
support in the future. The fewer inconveniences there 
are for volunteers, the better turnout there will be. 

DeMaio said last week that the inspiration for 
Agawam Clean was the amount of trash that surfaced 
on roadsides when this winter’s massive snow banks 
melted. But even if the snowfall of 2015-16 turns out 
to be lighter, Agawam could use the annual beauti¬ 
fication. We all agree that litter is unhealthy for the 
environment and unsightly for residents and busi¬ 
nesses — so let’s all do something about it.

Centenarian celebrates a long life

It has been a world of change for Kath¬ 
erine DiRoma. 

The Agawam resident, who turned 100 
on April 12, has seen a century of discovery 
— progress and setbacks, peace and war: 
the first World War, the Great Depression, 
World War II, Korean War, Vietnam, the 
Cuban Missile Crisis, the Cold War and the 
War on Terror, to name a few. 

DiRoma was born on April 12, 1915. 
Last Saturday, she was surrounded by more 
than 70 of her friends and family to com¬ 
memorate the milestone. 

Her niece, Marilyn Rossi, says DiRoma 
was a consistent presence throughout her 
life and despite living through all the con¬ 
flicts and all the changes in the world, mak¬ 
ing herself happy was the top priority. 

“Her philosophy was to make herself 
happy first and always take care of herself,” 
said Rossi. “It was the only way she could 
then go out and make other people happy.” 

DiRoma grew up in Brooklyn, N.Y., and 
settled in Agawam in 1956 with her hus¬ 
band, Florian. They built the house where 
she remains to this day, thanks to her abil¬ 
ity to take excellent care of herself. 

“She is very careful about what she eats 
and up until a few years ago, she was walk¬ 
ing about two miles a day,” said Rossi. “She’s 
also pretty active mentally and enjoys read¬ 
ing.” 

Those are just some of the bigger fac¬ 
tors Rossi attributes to her aunt’s ability to 
achieve such rare longevity. 

During her younger years, DiRoma and 
her husband traveled a lot. 

“I used to travel to Italy and Brazil,” said 
DiRoma. “I loved all my trips. They were all 
special.” 

DiRoma said she used to travel to Brazil 
to because her husband had friends living 
in the country. 

“He was stationed in Brazil during World

War II,” said DiRoma. 

DiRoma grew up one of 10 children in 
her family. She spent much of her child¬ 
hood with her three female siblings doing 
chores. 

Rossi recalled her telling a story of be¬ 
ing at home baking raviolis, a Sunday tra¬ 
dition, when the attack on Pearl Harbor 
happened. 

In preparation for the 100th birthday 
party at Oak Ridge Country Club, Rossi did 
a brief interview with her aunt, coming up 
with some funny responses to a “20 ques¬ 
tions” survey she found online. 

DiRoma graduated high school in 1933. 
In the early 20th century, it was rare for 
women to advance past the eighth grade. 

“She was really passionate about read¬ 
ing and wanted to continue in school,” said 
Rossi. 

DiRoma took her education and went 
on to Western New England College (now 
University) and took accounting classes. 
She was an accountant for many years be¬ 


fore retiring. Her favorite movie was “Gone 
with the Wind.” 

City Councilor Robert Rossi appeared 
at her party on behalf of town officials, 
including Mayor Richard Cohen, and pre¬ 
sented DiRoma with citations marking the 
occasion. He said people achieving age 100 
should be celebrated. 

“If you look back at what many of these 
people have lived through, it’s mind-bog¬ 
gling,” he said. “They lived through so many 
changes and ha[ve] probably touched so 
many lives over the years.” 

DiRoma is the second Agawam resident 
in the past two years to reach 100. Bernice 
Irene Asta-Ferrero turned 100 on March 4, 
2014. 

She remains several years younger than 
the town’s oldest resident, however. Ac¬ 
cording to officials at Town Hall, Jenny 
Schoenborn, born Sept. 28, 1907, is the 
town’s oldest resident. The 107-year-old is 
a resident of Heritage Hall.

cream vendor doing business in town is ac¬ 
tually doing so illegally. 

Gillis had told the council’s Legis¬ 
lative Subcommittee that the council 
could change the amount charged for 
fingerprinting. Councilors on the sub¬ 
committee initially agreed that the origi¬ 
nal proposal of $100, with $70 left over 
for the town, while seeming excessive 
from the onset, is appropriate to cover 
the amount of effort the Police Depart¬ 
ment would expend on each application. 
“It is the cost of doing business,” said Coun¬ 
cilor James Cichetti. 

However, Rossi proposed lowering the 
permit fee in front of the entire council on 
Tuesday. 

Responding to another criticism, that 
vendors would have to pay to be finger¬ 
printed annually, each time their license 


was up for renewal, Gillis said the council 
could also change the renewal period for 
the license. The license could be valid for 
five years, he suggested. 

Councilor Paul Cavallo, however, ar¬ 
gued that the license term should remain 
one year, due to the transient nature of the 
business. 

Aside from ice cream vendors, the ordi¬ 
nance also will be applied to the managers 
of an alcoholic beverage license, peddlers 
and solicitors, operators of a taxi service 
(though there are currently none in town) 
and second-hand and junk dealers. 

Gillis said that though ice cream ven¬ 
dors were the reason for the proposed or¬ 
dinance, he included the other businesses 
because they are also occupations that are 
susceptible to criminal activity.

but CPA Administrator Jennifer Bonfiglio 
said there are no specifics about how the 
money will be used. 

“Because the project is aimed to pro¬ 
vide low-income housing for veterans, the 
entire project basically qualified under the 
CPA,” said Bonfiglio. 

However, Bonfiglio said the mayor’s of¬ 
fice has told her Soldier On plans to with¬ 
draw their application because a cheaper 
option to address the windows was found. 

“We have not confirmed they are with¬ 
drawing the application, but that is what 
we are being told right now,” Bonfiglio said. 
“It is possible they could come back to us in 
the future for CPA funding if there are other 
issues.” 

She said the 51-unit complex, scaled 
down slowly from the originally proposed 
54 units, will all be added to the count of 
affordable housing currently available in 
Agawam. Agawam has just appointed a 
Housing Committee to help the effort of 


a procurement officer and continued to try 
and work out the logistics of how to fit a pro¬ 
curement officer in with the current staff 
at Town Hall and the School Department. 
Rossi was insistent that the procurement 
officer be the central purchasing agent for 
the entire town, including the schools. That 
function is currently held with the school 
business manager, and other councilors on 
the committee were unsure if the schools 
would want to reassign that duty. Rossi said 
there is not enough work on the “town side” 
of local government to justify the position, 
though Mayor Richard Cohen said earlier 
this month that there is more than enough 
work for a full-time procurement officer. 
Tuesday night, Johnson agreed with Rossi. 
A former mayor himself, he said changes to 
state bidding law have lessened the need 
for individual procurements. 

Rossi and Cichetti disagreed over 
whether Chapter 30B of Massachusetts 
General Laws requires the town to have a 
procurement officer. Johnson said if there 
is a requirement to designate a procure¬ 
ment officer — though it could be someone 
whose primary job is something else. He 


evaluating the deficiencies in affordable 
housing in town.

said Agawam is currently violating the law 
because Cohen has not tapped an existing 
town employee to serve in that role. 

Johnson said when he was mayor in the 
1990s, he designated himself as the pro¬ 
curement officer to meet the requirement. 

When advocating for a full-time pro¬ 
curement officer, Cichetti said he learned 
first-hand during a recent experience 
working on requests for proposals with the 
Agawam Housing Committee how hard it 
is to comply with state procurement laws. 

“There is a lot of paperwork involved in 
doing RFPs,” said Cichetti. “It takes a long 
time. The paperwork is crazy.” 

Rossi also argued that technically, the 
mayor does not need the council’s approval 
to establish the position. 

“He can establish the position within his 
administration if he wants,” said Rossi. “He 
needs the council’s support, however, to 
budget the money to pay for it.” 

A standalone procurement officer would 
cost approximately $50,000 to $60,000 per 
year. The town had a law clerk that was fill¬ 
ing the position last year.

Author to discuss impact of casinos 


SUFFIELD — Author Robert Steele 
will speak on Tuesday, April 28, about the 
impact of Connecticut’s casinos and the 
spread of casino gambling to main streets 
across the nation.

I n 2 Peter 1:10, Peter tells us why “faith 
matters.” He says, “If you do these 
things you will never fail.” 

He goes on and describes that these 
things we need to do stem from 
a faith in Christ. Our strong faith 
in God-given vision will result in 
strong values. Without these val¬ 
ues, we will experience internal 
failure. Peter is speaking from 
experience about his own faith 
and what happened to him after 
he lost it. Remember, Peter de¬ 
nied Christ three times before His 
crucifixion, and he felt like a com¬ 
plete failure. But after the resur¬ 
rection of Jesus, Peter never de¬ 
nied his faith, even when faced with death. 

Peter saw Christ embrace the cross, 
never flinching from his faith in His Father. 
Christ embraced the agony and shame for 
the joy set before Him; a redemptive plan 
for all mankind. He courageously faced 
the trials and pain because of His love of 
the Father, which compelled Him to do the 
Father’s will and to atone for the sins of 
men, women and children who would ac¬ 
cept His work by faith. 

Because all of us face difficulties and tri¬ 
als, we must grab a hold of something much 
greater than ourselves. While all those 
around us may be giving up their faith in 



Christ, we hold fast and just keep following 
Jesus. Our pain is transformed by our faith; 
by our vision in a preferable future. 

Only a faith with strong values built into 
the core of humanity can keep it 
from cracking under pressure. 
Peter reminds us that our faith 
is vital and that we need to add 
to our faith these values: good 
character, spiritual understand¬ 
ing and integrity. 

So many of today’s lead¬ 
ers claim what they do in their 
private lives doesn’t affect their 
public service, but it does. They 
pretend there is nothing wrong, 
but there is. There is a tension 
in their core values. Their inconsistencies 
portray a failure, which reveals why they 
do not do what they say they will do. How 
can we trust a leader without integrity? If 
a leader can lie, cheat, even steal because 
their core values are not based on a solid 
belief system, they will fail. They may not 
fail themselves, but they will certainly fail 
those whom they have sworn to serve. 

Peter reminds us that faith is a force 
that keeps us from failure. Faith really does 
matter.
